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THE RED RIVER EXPEDITION,

Mew It Is Composed nnd Whnt It Inte Do—-The
sitipnites of the March,

The British expedition to Red river is 1o ren-
dogvous at Collingwood, and will consist of 600
regnlars and 1400 volunteers. The --r{w.iit'um
will proceed thence by stenmers to Fort Williwm,
provided permission can be obinined from onr
Government to pass through the Bault Ste.
Marie Cunal. At Fort Willinm the actaal diffi-
culties ©of the march commence, There are,
first, 25 miles of a mareb to Dog Lake, where
the boats will be ealled into requisition. The
next stage 16 along Dog Luke and river, a dis-
tance ol 35 miles, The river is a sloggish and
winding stream, about 25 yards wide, rising only
18 feet in 85 miles, and runmug through a Hat
and swampy valley about one mile wide. At jts
head there are three portages, five miles in
lenglh, risiig 205 feet, and traversing the height
of Jund between the levels of Lakes Superior
and Wicnipeg.
¢ These ate the Prairie, Middle, and Savanne

ortsges, and are ecasily made, though the last
g swurupy and wonld require drainage. Over
ull thege the borts must be dragged by oxen or
horice, and the provicions, ete,, conveved by
hand, Tuking to water again, the troops pro-
ceed down the Bavanne river, a muddy and
mwenndering stream, much clogged by drift-
wood, to Lue des Mille Lacs, niueteen miles,
and across the lake, thirtyv-six miles, to the
Scine. This lauke is studded with numerous
ielete and the egcenery is bold and rocky. En-
ieting the 8cine, which is from one hondred to
two Lundred feet wide, and winds through o
flut, wooded valley, a sail of ten miles brings us
to the Little Fulls at the junction with the Fire-
Steel river. These are literally Little Falls, only
twenty-five feet high, Down the S8eloe, bounded
Ly low hills of the primitive lormation, a conrse
of eixty-eix miles, with five portages, leads to
Ralny Lake.

This lake contains some 500 islands, mainly
compoeed of pule red granite and chloritie and
green-stone elate; nnd though they are very
pleturesque, they are desolate and barren. There
are some 15,000 Indians here of the Saulteux
tribe, and loyal to England. The distanke over
aud nlong the lake to Fort Francis is fifty miles.
Here, ut the Hudson Bay Company's post, thera
i a portage of 200 yards past Rainy Falls, 23
fect high, and enwrimi Rainy river. This I8 a
stresm from 250 to 450 yards wide, winding
throngh an alluvial country rich and beantiful,
and studded with groves of maple, birch and
onk. There are a quarter of a milllon of acres
of the finest land in the world here, and naviga-
tiou 18 only interrupted by two insignificant
ripids. In the whole 74 miles of river the fall
s only 26%; feet. Theriver debouclhies into the
Lake of the Woods. The Lake of the Woods
erogees its morthern angle, 54 miles, and here
the boats must be lefi, The lake is crowded
with numerous islands on which the Indians
grow maize, and wild rice springs up every-
where in the water. The line of march is due
west, ovar the prairie.

‘Ihe first €0 miles are wooded and swampy,
the last 82 are open prairie. The Government
road bas been bLullt as far as the White Marth
river, crossing the Red river, about 300 fest
wide, after 5i4 miles by steamer, 845 miles by
battean, and 120 miles by rond—a total distance
fromi Collingwood of exactly 1000 miles—at
Fort Garry. The town of Winnipeg contains
only some 250 or 800 inhabitents; the total

opulation of Red river settlement Is between
?‘J,OUO and 156,000, This I8 now Riel's head-

uarters. It is 74 miles from Pembina and 530

m 8t. Paul.

The expedition, it is nnderstood, will leave
Collingwood about the 1st of June. A detach-
went will leave Fort Willism on the 1st of Muy
to clear the way, open the portages, ete.

Hevolntlonnry Troubles—-Trinl for Treason—
Rosoerans’ Improvewment seheme,

Crry or Mexico, April 11.—We are glad to
announce the apparent end of the revolationary
groubles in eur immediate vicinity, and are only
anxious aboul the dark cloud which it i= gald is
threatenlng the upper Bintes on the Pacific
const. Whether it be for plunder or for ambi-
tion i I8 not yel Known except to the few,
although it is quite certain that Vega has gud-
denly proven to his enemies that his friends are
still numerous. Vague whispers of his belng
alded by arms sand wen as well as money from
Ban Francisco are passing about, more relinble
information in regard to which you may have
learned wiready from San Franclsco direct.

Trinidad Garcla, member of Congress from
Zacatcas, has arrived bere under a strong
escort, and will be tried for treason. Abrabam
Piata, the distingnished bandit who gave himsel{
up to the suthorities, is also here awalting trind,
Caslo Pontones, whose death was chrounicled
gome thne rince, I8 alive and well [n the State of
Morelis. The address of General Rosecrans to
the Congress of the United States upon the con-
dition of Mexico and the mesns which should
be sdopted to improve Lthe same has been repub-
lished here by the otficial paper of wne Govern-

ment. The rallrond projects suggested by the
General huve not yvet been acted
upon by Congress, and that honora-
bl body bhas so far only friuvered

sway Ita time. The Tehuuntepec Canal bill has
vussd the firct reading, and has to be wken up
in detaill. No one knows the result,

Augel Banta Auna has not yeL been executed.
He bus been bronght to Paebla and imprisoned
preparatory to his trial, which will take place
sgoon under the direction and orders ef Geueral
Allatorre, commanding the Eastern division.
The law was passed yesterday by a vota of 95 to
82, ln conformity with the petition of the Prosi-
dent, grupting an extension for oue year of
the law euspending the hatwas corpus, under
which so many highwaymen and kiduappurs
have been executed the past yvear, The most
alarming intelligence continues to reach ua ol
the feonditlon of things In Sioaloa. Placido
Vepa Is rumored to have a large army of rovo-
lutlouists atb kis command, and 1o have cap-
tured Mazatlan, withjs lurgefamount of treasure
found there awaiunﬁ shipment. Governor
kaubi i8 gaid to bave fled for his life, but i ls
probable, if there happened to be a vessol in
port, thst he put some of the treasure on bourd
and left with it for Acapuleo Lo save it from
Vega. BStrapge rumors are again afloat of the
union of Martinez, Canales, Vega, Lozada and
others for the formation of a northern cou-
fi dsracy to ba called the “Confederacy of the
Bierra Madre.” Of thls more hereafter,

The romor was carrent io the streets last eve-
nivg that the troops of the Government had
captured Noriega and Batanzas in the afternoon
of yesterday, and that they were immediately
shot, but neede confirmation, The following

statement, which had appeared in the press of
this city, also needs confirmation, viz., that npon
the departure of Governor Cadena nond Martines
from Zacatecas, they took the road for Fres-
nillo, and that In the walley of Valparaiso a
revolt occurred of all the forces against Cadens,
Martinez taking everything away from Cadena,
jucluding the §35,000 which he had from his last
sack of Zncatecns; that the troops endeavored Lo
kill Cadena, but Martinez prevented it, and gave
him o personul guard of twenty-five man to ac-
company him, who went to Pluos Cantes, be-
youd Teul, and from thence entered the Sierra
of Tialtenango. The same report says the people
of the neighboring villages went In pursuit
for his captuore,

The news I8 confirmed of the execution of
Noriegn and one Jesus Banta Anno—no relative
of the geveral, however. A conducta leaves
hore immediately for Vera Cruz; only four daya’
notice has been given to merchants, in erder
that the bandits night not bave time to make
their combinations for the eapture of the silver,

Geveral Escobedo, who has been here several
daye, I8 golng through a course of dinlng and
winipg. It is stated that General Diaz who was
elected s member of Congress, will present him-
self with his credentinls soon. He has hereto-
fore declined to do so, remaining upon his little
farm in Oaxaca.

Mr. Beblotzen, mepresentative of the North
German Confederation at this capital, it will be
remombired, has gone home to sucure the con-
firtnation of the treaty recently signed by him-
eolf on behalf of the nation he represents, and
Mr, Lerdo de Tejada in behall of Mexico. The
Revista bas published the entire treaty, and
makes the somment upon it ‘“‘that it containg
some clauges in open contradietion with several
treaties nnd declarations of the Prussian Gov-
ernment.”

Seven nice young Mexicans have just been
arrested here for counterfeiting colns. Among
their aims was that of manufacturing American
£20 rold pleces. They have b en provided with
quarters in the public prison and awalt trial. A
very good imitation of United States $250
pieces have appeared here,

The Feellng Regarding Annexntlon In Doml-
nica- Cabral Quilnwed by President Baez,

Sr1. Domingo Ciry, April 18.—We are anxi-
ously awalting news from the United Stutes of
the result of the annexation question in Con-
vress, The delay is creating muoch uneasiness
here, and many fear that Congress will not act
upon the question duriog the present session. I{
they do mnot it is to Le feared that the long-
strained merves of our people, who so much
desire and have been 8o losg promised aunexa-
tion, will react, and in their disappointiment
they will oppose annexation as strongly as
they have worked for it—a proceeding whieh
would make Baez's position an extremely criti-
cal one, and posslbly result in his complets
overthrow and the placing of Luperon or Cabral
ot the head of affairs—an effect which it is earn-
estly to be heped may never ensue; tor it would
cause the total destruction of all busivess and
trade, and all the interests of the sland would
be brought to o stand still,giving it a shock from
which it could not recover for years.

Baer has irsued a decree outlawing Cabral,
stating ns the reason that Cabral is at Polo at
the head of insurgents; that he did interfers
with Salvave and his ministers and women and
children, taking them in the Dominican terri-
tory, inhumanly butchering some of them, and
finally selling Salnave to his enemies to be shot,
for the sum of #5000, being an inhuman crime
ngainst the laws of the country and the consti-
tution, and an act of war against a nation with
which this country is at peace. The decree is
ne followe: —

Article 1. Senor Jose Maria Cabral, formerly
General of the Armies of the Dominican Rapublie,
and now acting as an oficer or agent for carrving
out the projects of Havtl against this republie, is by
this manifesto declared an outlaw, and any person
is nuthorized to selze aud slay him,

The second article commands the exeontives of
tlhe‘dm‘erem districts to publish and carry out article
first,

way to Azua, with 1200 men, and General
Oganda, with 600 more, had left Neyba to join
bim in this movement. Aun engagement took
ince with the Government troops at Blajama,
n which Cabral was saccessful and took a num
ber of prisoners, He pursued the routed troojfs
of Buez until they reached Llaya, a village three
miles from Azua, where they were reinforced
and made a stand; but Cabral again defeated
them with great slanghter, putting them to com-
dlete rout.  Cabral was at last accounts await-
ing the arrival of Oganda, when he will make
an attack on Azua. Baex, on hearing this,
despatched a battalion of troops, all natives of
Azun, which is also his birthplace, and expresies
confidence that they, with the troops already
there, will successfully defend the eity. Azua
is the most important town of the South, and is
the key of the country. There ure only two
towns between Azua and Bt. Domingo Cliy—
pame’y, Bani and 8t. Christobal,

THRILLING TRAGEDY.

Mutiny on the Misslssippl-—-The Mutineors At-
tempt to Muvder a Captnin, but are Killed

und Threwn Into the Itiver.

The Memphis Appeal of April 21 says:—

Bome days since the pollce of this city ar-
rested two men giving fetitious names, on
charge of cowplicity in 8 murder romored to
bave been committed at or pear Coltonwood
Point, on the river, some 120 miles sbove town.
Nothing appearing agoalnst them, they were
released after a fow hours’ detention. The fol-
lowing particulars of the affair, of which the
rumor had only reached us, came to our posses-
sion yesterday, which show that a most extri-
ordinary and bloody afinlr really did occur at
the aforesald point, and the marderers, if such
they be, did come ashore ar Memphis, and were
probably the parties arrested by the police

About n week ago a lumber-raft belonging ta
Colonel Mathews, of Vicksburg, left Calro. Lt
wus o commuaud or charge of a man named
Melntyre. His crow were five In number, and
congleted of Michasl MeGuire, his partoer,
Denpis Dowd, Whson, Ferguson, and & negro,
pame unknown,

MeGuire and his partner hind some hard words
immedintely after leaving Uairo, and when the
ruft was sowme four or five miles above Collon-
wood polnt, they agreed to go om shore unid
fight the matter out, asking Wilson te row them
arhore for that pirpose. Affer getting on shore,
however, they concluded not to fght, and both
wanted to go for Wilson. Heo, nolt baving any
cauee of quarrel, begged off and rowed the
traublesome couple back Lo the raft,

That eveping McGuire and Dowd became
very bolsterous, bul no one thonght them dan-
ﬁ:l'ullﬁ, and ot 8 o'clock Captain Melntyre,

Wilson, and Fergurson retired 1o bed, leaving
the negro and them on deck, They had scarcaly
composed themeelves Lo rest when they saw

MeGuire and Dowd come In, the former bearing

oo ux aud the latter & long knife. Ferguson,

ab soon as he saw them, rolled buok In his bunk

pgninst the weather-boardlng, which gave way,
and be fell outside. The two armed desperadoes
immediately mude for Wilson and Melotyre, but
as luck would have it MeGuire stumbled bLefore
reaching the bunk of the latter nod dropped his
ax. Before he could recover it the Intended
victim sprang up, and selziog 1t, buried it in

MeGulre's own skull,

Beeing Dennis about to use his knile on Wil-
son, Mclntyre drew the axe from the skull of
McGuire apd struck him down, killing bim
almoit Instantly.

The bodles of the would-be murderers were
unceremonionsly thrown into the river, aud
when the raft arrived at this city Mclotyre and
Wilson, who, though they felt perfectly justi-
fiable In what they done, dreading the

tedious process of law, jumped from the craft
and came ashore, The negro and the other man
cartied the raft down to Vicksburg, where it
was delivered to its owner, Colonel Mathews,
Fergueon detailing to him the horrible affalr as
related abuve,

The.authorities Ymmplly arrested him, and
now hold bim. The policeof this city are on
the lookous for the rearrest of Melntyre and
Wilkon, who, It I8 supposed, are still in town,
Further developments may be looked for to-day.

A POET'S SUICIDE,

The Late Majlor Nigourney-Slngnlar His
1ery n'f. the Auithorship of “*The Heautiful
Nnew,

Doubitless all, or nearly all, of the persons
who rend this article bave read and admired a
little poem called “The Beautiful Bnow,"” which,
immediately on its appearance a few years ago,
nitracted attention,

On the night of Friday last Major William A,
H. 8igourney was found deand on the Blooming-
dale road, New York. le was shot through the
head, and all the eclrcumstances of the case
ebowed that he had committed saiclde o few
bours before he was found. The body was
tuken to the house of a friend In One Hundred
and Tenth street, where an inquest was held
and whence it was removed Lo Greenwood
Cemetery and there buried. Upon his Fermu
were found letters from Mr, Stephen Massett
(Jeems Pipes), Mr. J. Jay Watson, and Mra.
Lydia 1, Bigourney,

Major 8igourney was the nephew of Mrs. L.
H, Bigourney, the poel, and was borm near 8t,
Albanps, in Vermont. Early in life he married
Miss Amelin Jogephine Fillmore, a slster of Mr.
William Fillmore, of New York, who was after-
wards associated with him in the publication of
a hebdomadal called the Golden Age. Miss Fill-
more is said, by those who knew her, to have
been a beautiful woman.

The marriage, however, was by no means a
happy one, and two years after it took place,
and while the pair were in Europe, rumor said
that ehe wns unfuithful to her husband. Reports
of this sort made their way te the friends and
family of Mre. Sigourney, and when the couple
returned to this country, in 1852, they received
o chilling welcome, Apparently the wife was
bad by vature, for almost immediately upon her
appearance in this city she entered upon a life
of shame, and it was net long before she was
lodged in Blackwell's Island as a vagrant—
the passion for strong drink had ruined her.

Through the kind offices of Mr. Heary J.
Raymond, Major Sigourney succesded in obtain-
ing the release of his wife, but all endeavors to
reform her proved upavailing, and it was not
long before she returned to her evil ways, In
the autumn of 1858 she left her husband, and he
beard no more of her till ne learned throuch
the papers that she had been found dead in
White strect, frozen and burled under the snow,
which bad fallen npon her.

The pu’llcrs had spoken of her simply as a
young and beautiful woman, but some circum-
stunces connected with the case led Sigourney
to thiuk that the dead woman was his wife, and
further examination showed that it was she,
He had her buried in Greenwood Cemetory,
Mr. Raymound again befriending him and defray-
ing the fuperal expenses. It was in memory of
this woman and her sad death that SBigourney
wrote (as he clatmed) the poem called *“The
Beantiful 8now,” and published it in the Golden
Age of the first week of January, 1854,

After the death of his first wife he again mar-
ried, and appears always to have been in desti-
tute cireumsiances, occasioned either by his
own neglect of opportunities or a constitutional
inability to keep money after he had made it.
His life wag a roving one; now he was busy at
one thing, and now at another. His health was
not good, and some time ago a pulmonary affec-
tion forced him to re]lm;uﬁh his place as editor
of the 8t. Albans Messenger. At various times
he contributed articles to the New York papers,
but, as may readily be conceived, did not make
sufficient money ia this way to support his
fawily, or, at least, to provide for its support
after his death, and his suicide has left them

00r.

g For some time before his death he had con-
fributed stories and poems to [Packard's
Monthly, the Dispatoh, and other publications,
and the urgency with which he asked that the
mency for them should be sent to him ‘‘as soon

as poesible” shows that he was sadly in need of
it: indeed, he said thathe was starving. One of
his letters reminds one of Poe's to N. P. Willis,

begging for five dollars to keep him alive. It
reads, “For God's sake send me some money,
no matter how little, as quickly as you can.
My child eried for bread this moruing, and I
bad none to give." This was written but a short
thoe ago, and from it the rcason of the self-
murder may easily be conjectured.

Danlel Maclive, K. A,

The eahle reports the death of this distinguished
English artist, He was born In Cork Januaary 2sih,
1811, of SBeottish parentage, his father belng an en-
sign in the Elgin Fencibles, In carly culldoood he
displayed great talent for drawlug, aud at the age
of sixteen quitted his clerksnip in s banking-housa
&t Cork to enter upon & more congenial pursule, In
1828, on his arrival In London, he beesme a student
al tle Roval Academy, lavoring with great zeal and
purseverance, and during his course of stmdy recelv-
ing all the medals for wiilch he eompeted, locluding
the gold medal twice In succession. In 1830 he went
1o Parly, passing the summer in studylng the galie-
ries and studios, e worked diligently on designs
for booksellers and others, and in painting portraits,
ontil 1882, v hen he exhibited his first pleturas at the
British Institution, His fame belpg established, he
¢ ared o paint  portraits o 1885, and de-
voted This time therealfter to sabjecw of
a more ambitlous charaeter, In 1885 he was elaoted
un assoeiate of the Koyal Academy, and in 1841 an
acudemiclan, From that period he became one of
the most popuisrof English painters, althoogh from
the peculiarisy of bis siyle e was anbjeoted to mach
naverse critlolsm.  ‘I'ne year 1858 was devoted by
Mr, Maclige aimost cutirely to a tour through ltaly
in search of fresuo works, and (o the discharge of
hiy dutles as one of the Ape arts juorors of the
Puris Kxpoaition of that year. Hia
lutest  fmportant  work, and upon which
e was engaged for Aome Hme previous to hig death,
WiE & gorles of cartoons o be paloted In frasco in
the Hoyel Gallery of the Houoses of Parllament,
chronologleally arranged with a design of gorving
a8 Nustrations of the glories of England In war by
land and sea, from [he eariiest period of the national

Naval Orders.
